Sees Non-Jews Abroad as Source 
For New Israeli Housing Money 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israel 
must make a clear distinction be- 
tween Jews living abroad and 
“cool-thinking financiers” for new 
foreign investments in Israel. 

That’s the opinion of Moseh Ka- 
han, an official of the Mortgage 
Bank here, expressed in the Je- 
rusalem Post. 

A prime new source for invest- 
ments from abroad could be new 
Israeli housing, Kahan thinks. To 
attract foreign investors interested 
solely in profit possibilities, Israel 
must tighten up its title and mort- 
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gage procedures, he believes. 

He points out it is standard prac- 
tice in the U. S., for instance, to 
sell mortgages to third parties 
such as insurance companies who 
buy them as long-term invest- 
ments. They can’t be expected to 
do much of the same in Israel, 
says Kahan, until the govern- 
ment provides some clarity as to 
just which homeowner owns what: 
Further, the government will have 
to back up Israeli citizens’ mort- 
gages with some agency similar to 
the U. S.’ FHA, Kahan adds. 

The measures he urges, says 
Kahan, would open the huge in- 
vestment sources abroad which he 
differentiates from Jewish sources. 
Of the latter, he notes that most 
of their investment in Israel is in 
enterprises other than housing, 
and which is attracted by motives 
entirely different from the new in- 
vestment sources he proposed tap- 


ing. 

Even while holding up housing 
as a source of new investments 
from abroad, Kahan insists: ‘“Un- 
der no circumstances — even if 
this costs up impressive seven-fig- 
ure investments — should we per- 


of guarantees of freedom of trav- 
el for U. S. Jews and for Ameri- 
cans to trade with Israel. 

Informed observers recalled for 
POST and OPINION Fulbright’s 
similar conduct last year, after 
the Senate adopted a strong pre- 
amble to the foreign aid appropria- 
tion which would authorize the 
President to withhold funds from 
any nation which discriminates 
against American Jews or trade 
with Israel. 

Fulbright denounced the pream- 
ble on the floor of the Senate, 
then toured Arab countries to 
reassure them, in effect, “it 
doesn’t mean a thing.’’ And, he 
may have been right since 
neither President Eisenhower nor 
President Kennedy has ever taken 
the action authorized, nor even 
made the report to Congress on 
continued Arab discrimina- 
tion Congress requested. 

No Jews in Peace Crops? 

Fulbright indicated the course 
he would be taking with the new 
foreign aid bill now under consid- 
eration earlier when quizzing R. 
Sargent Shriver about the Peace 
Corps. Fulbright demanded to 
know whether the Peace Corps 
would ‘offend’? Arab countries by 
sending to them Peace Corpsmen 
of Jewish descent or religion. 

Shriver drew Fulbright’s ire 
He responded to the effect he 
couldn’t predict, because the Peace 
Corps doesn’t inquire into its mem- 
bers’ race or religion. 

Observers here believe Ful- 
bright’s motive is a belief that the 
U. S. has been too one-sidedly in 
favor of Israel, and must now 
‘twin over’? the Arab countries by 
catering to their prejudices. 

State Department Fails to Act 

The State Department this year 
came up with a proposed preamble 
to the aid bill which considerably 
toned down the declaration of hu- 
man rights. No punitive action 
was authorized when Arab nations 
discriminate against Ameri- 
can Jews, as they did against a 
Jewish Congressman recently, an 
event which was apparently 
of small concern to the State 
Department. 

Even the toned down declaration 
drew Fulbright’s objections, how- 
ever. It was removed in Ful- 
bright’s committee with State De- 
partment acquiesence.

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Report Implicates CIA Chief Dulles 
Nazi “Negotiating With Fate of Jews 


A million or more Jews might 
be alive today if Adolph Eichmann 
had matched the power-playing 
“finesse’’ of his boss, Heinrich 
Himmler. 

The grisly irony is evident when 
coupling last week’s Eichmann de- 
fense testimony and a recent speci- 
al report of the U. S. weekly, The 
Nation, on the Counter Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Veteran expose reporter Fred 
Cook tells in The Nation of Himm- 
ler’s double-dealing in the waning 
days of the war, when the SS 
and Gestapo chief preened him- 
self in ‘‘diplomatic’’ maneuvers to 
take over Hitler’s leadership of the 
crumbling Nazi empire. 

Himmler Agents Meet Dulles 

Himmler sought the aid of an 
anti-Semitic sounding Allen Dulles, 
then a U.S. cloak-and-dagger oper- 
ative in Switzerland and now 
head of the CIA, Cook reports. 

At the time, the Eichmann trial 
brought out last week, Himmler 
was seeking to head off Eich- 
mann’s murders to help his bid for 
Western support in the proposed 
take-over from Hitler. Himmler is 
said to have told Eichmann: “If 
until now you have been the ex- 
terminator of the Jews, so now I 
order that you must become a 
person who deals with Jews very 
considerately.”’ 

At the time, Cook recounts, 
Himmler had taken the precaution 
of leaving at large som eof the mil- 
itary clique he knew were plotting 
Hitler’s assassination. Himmler’s 
representatives were meet- 
ing in Switzerland with Allen 
Dulles at the same time to seek 
U.S. support for Himmler’s acces- 
sion to power. 

Eichmann Defies Himmler 

Himmler, on a more mundane 
basis, was also lining his pockets 
from Jewish suffering: he planned 


to sell emigration permits to Jews 
who could pay the money to es- 
cape death. But Eichmann, ac- 
cording to last week’s testimony, 
refused to heed Himmler’s orders 
and continued deporting Jews to 
the death camps. It was at this 
time that Eichmann’s own abor- 
tive trucks-for-Jews dealing with 
Joel Brand purportedly took place. 

The face the ambitious Himm- 
ler tried to present to Allen Dulles 
wasn’t exactly friendly to Jews 
even if he sought a pause in their 
murders, His emmissaries attituce 
toward Jews was apparently suf- 
ficiently obvious to Dulles to elicit 
this reported comment — from 
Dulles: Dulles, writes reporter 
Cook, said he was “fed up with: 
listening all the time to outdated 
politicians, emigres and prejudic- 
ed Jews.” 

“U. S. Trying To Get Rid of Jews” 

Cook reports the Himmler emis- 
sary then saying he “sometimes 
actually felt the Americans were 
only going on with the war so as 
to be able to get rid of the Jews 
and send them back again.” Dul- 
les’ reply is reported to have been 
that ‘Sin America things had not 
quite got to that point yet...”” The 
impression the Himmler agent got 
from Dulles, says Cook, was that 
“America intended rather to send 
off the Jews to Africa.’ 

They were still being killed in 
wholesale lots, meanwhile, b y 
Eichmann’s co-workers. 

Protests Jews’ Martyrdom 

Still another talk Himmler agents 
had during his bid for power 
was with a Dulles aide, one ‘Mr. 
Roberts.’’ This worthy, according 
to SS reports Cook quotes, said 
he ‘‘did not like Jews and it was 
distasteful to think that they were 





now able to adorn their six-point-| 
ed star with an additional wreath 
of martyrdom...” 
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The Dulles - Himmler negotia- 
tions, obviously, collapsed. S 0, 
equally and tragically obvious, did 
even the sordid, assorted ransom 
schemes for exchanging one mil- 
lion Jews for 10,000 trucks to be 
used against the Russians, and 
even the crasser cash-for-immigra- 
tion-permit proposal. 





“Unusual” French 
Anti-Semite Dies 


PARIS (P-O) — An unusual anti- 
Semite died here. He was Louis- 
Ferdinand Celine, author. 


His books were largely autobio- 
graphical, and richly written pro- 
tests against just about everything. 
Thus he also wrote anti-Semtitic 
diatribes during the Nazi occupa- 
tion of France. 


However, Celine’s anti-Semitism 
was, as one obituary commented, 
“so obviously a metaphor of re- 
volt against a world he could not 
abide that even a Jewish associa- 
tion testified in his behalf at his 
collaboration trial’ after the war. 


Celine, who once said ‘‘the only 
thing you mustn’t scrap in Amer- 
ica is Mickey Mouse,” found 
Nazis to be his severest critics. 
They complained his burlesque 
stream of -consciousness dia- 
tribes were sabotaging their 
“serious”? anti-Semitic efforts. 


His principal anti-Semitic work 
was “Guignol’s Band’’. He was 
better known and critically 
acclaimed — for books such as 
‘Death on the Installment Plan” 
and “Journey to the End of the 
Night.”’ 





Girls Hunt Men 


in Catskills 


- But the Supply Is Short! 


NEW YORK (P-0O) — The girls 
are still having a rough time of 
it in Catskill Mountains resorts — 
not enough men, reports the New 
York Daily News. 

“Thousands of New York girls 
looking for fun and games head 
for the Catskill mountain resorts 
less than 100 miles’’ from the city, 
writes the News, Kitty Hanson. 
She had, she notes, herself ‘‘sa- 
sashayed into the hills to learn how 
the girls are tackling today’s most 
serious problem —- the great man 
shortage.”’

It starts on Friday afternoons, 
‘“‘when streams of girls leave the 
city in buses, limousines and shar- 
ed cars for the 2%-hour ride to 
the Catskill country. They pour 
out of the city’s shops and offices, 
dragging their suitcases and car- 
rying the plastic-wrapped gowns 
which are too fragile to be crush- 
ed into suitcases. In the bags are 
innumerable changes of _ shorts, 
slacks, dreses and swimsuits -- 
some of which may even come in- 
to contact with the water.” 

.Girls Swap 
..“Hunting Lere’’ 

The girls find it helpful to swap 
with each other tidbits of ‘“‘hunting 
lore. For one thing, since there 
are fewer men than women these 
days, the men play hard to get. 
For . another, while the women 
are really the hunters, it’s the 
men who still have the initiative.” 

The hotel staffs do all they can 
to help, Reporter Hanson says.

BOSTON (P-O) — America is 
changing — and so, inevitably, is 
its Jewish community. 

That was the theme pursued by 
Dean Charles I. Schottland of the 
Florence Heller Graduate School 
for Advanced Studies in Social 
Welfare Brandeis University. He 
was taking part in the Sixth annual 
convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Temple Educators. 

Growth alone is an important 
change to be reckoned with, Dean 
Schottland said. “If we are to 
serve the Jewish community of 
America in the next ten years we 
must prepare for an increase in 
population of about 25 per cent 
among the children...” 


Families to Focus 
.On Children ‘ 
The children will need the at- 
tention, according to Dean Schott- 
land’s prognosis. ‘“The Jewish fam- 
ily is responding to the family 
disorganization prevalent in the 
general community divorce, 
separation, desertion . . . For the 
first time we have a great increase 
in desertion among Jews... And 
for the first time in my experience 
in the last 10 years we have had 
Jewish women deserting... 
“Divorce is becoming prevalent, 
alike in Jewish families as in the 
general population... And there 
has been quite an increase in the 
rate of unwed mothers in the 
Jewish community... Jewish com- 
munities are also faced with a 
growing problem of juvenile de- 
linquency, similar to the general 
community.’’ 


Looser 
Family Ties 
The family which will have to 
meet these burgeoning problems 
will be changed, too, Dean Schott- 
land predicts. Already, today’s 
Jewish family ‘“‘has changed from 
a large family where aunts and 
uncles and grandparents and bro- 
thers and sisters and inlaws were 
a very closely-knit economic and 
social group, to a family which 
more and more is becoming a pa- 





rent-child family which has shed 


all the other relatives...” 

Today’s family ‘‘has changed 
from a self-contained family which 
did much more than it does today 
ix terms of religious education, 
recreation and other activities so 
that the synagogue now has the 
problem of religious education al- 
most exclusively separated from 
the family. Leisure time is today 
the problem of community centers 
and commercial recreation rather 
than that of the family.” 

Dean Schottland also sees a 
breaking down of traditional lines 
of authority within the family. 
There’s no longer the strict divi- 
sion of labor which kept women 
in the home and the father as the 
lord and master “‘at least in theory 
— I always suspected it never was 
true even years ago.” 

The Jewish family of the future, 
Dean Schottland predicted, will 
be child-centered, with the parents

expected to support the children 
well beyond high school. 
Closer Ties to 
Synagogue 
Commenting on Dean Schott 
land’s views, Carl Erdberg of Re 
deph Sholom, New York, predicted 
a growth in youths’ attendance at 
religious schools, coupled with 
their being drawn closer to the 
Synagogue for answers to the 
meaning of life. He also foresaw 
that “the Jewish child and youth 
of the next decade will demon- 
strate a greater interest in social 
action... paralleling the general 
condition throughout the country.” 
As a final criticism, Dean Sc 
land commented: ‘‘We talk a great 
deal about the family in Americt 
and in Jewish life, but most of 
our programs are not geared # 
the family at all. They are ge 
to individuals. ...It is only recently 
that such things as Jewish Centers 
are becoming family-centered. 





JERUSALEM (P-O) — Many 
Israelis would hesitate to define 
“Jew” in the wake of new troubles 
experienced by the B’nai Israel 
community from India and the 
Karaites from Egypt.

TEL AVIV (P-O) Shavit II 
may well blast off within the next 
week or SO. 

The Israelis are not resting on 
the world-wide acclaim (and Arab 
chagrin) which followed the launch- 
ing of Shavit (comet) II last week. 
Fifty miles up, the solid-fueled roc- 
ket released a sodium vapor trail 
for meteorological study. 

Thus did Israel, a nation of two 
million, join the U. S., Britain, 
Russia, France, Japan and Italy 
in the “rocket club.” It brought 
immediate demands from Cairo 
for the U. S. to furnish rockets 
to the United Arab Republic.

.Defense Aspects 
..Not Overlooked 

Although both the Israeli rock- 
et program and, reportedly the 
UAR’s, are aimed at peaceful re- 
search, their military implications 
aren’t being lost. As one com- 
mentator noted, a slingshot altered 
the balance between David and 
Goliath. 

Unlike the atomic reactor being 
erected in the Negev with French 
aid, the rocket was an all-Israeli 
triumph.

De- 
Salination of sea water has been 
done before, but never at reason- 
able cost. The Israeli development 
does it for a reported cost of 40 
cents per 1,000 gallons — just 
about equal to what water costs 
on the average in the U. S.

Yeshiva - trained laymen should 
be encouraged to take greater 
part in Orthodox synagogue ac- 
tivities — to the benefit of both in- 
dividual and congregation, urges 
Rabbi Ralph Plecovitz. 

He deplores the number of 
Yeshiva - graduates who refuse to 
take active part in synagogues, 
preferring private minyomin or a 
local shtibel. Efforts to get them 
affiliated with larger congrega- 
tions lead to frustrations for both 
the congregants and the Yeshiva 


graduates, Rabbi Plecovitz indi- 
cates. 
The congregant, on the one 


hand, can’t understand why the 
learned and pious young man who 
lives down the street isolates him- 
self from ‘‘the mainstream of the 





community and its heart — the 
synagogue.” 
Yeshiva Graduate 
Guards Privacy 

The Yeshiva-trained layman, on 
the other hand, feels his privacy 
and freedom threatened by urg- 
ings to take part in what, to him, 
is the dubious activity of the syna- 
gogue. “‘The evolution of the mo- 
dern school into a social center, 
with religius activity shunted to 
the periphery, is an image firmly 
embedded in the mind-eye of the 
yeshiva student,’’ says Rabbi Pel- 
covitz in ‘‘Jewish Life.’’ He him- 
self is leader of a Far Rockaway, 
New York, congregation located 
in an area noted for its large 
number of yeshiva-graduate lay- 
men.

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JEWISH FEDERATIONS AND THE DAY SCHOOLS 


...By Ben Katan 
.(A Seven Arts Feature) 

One of the totally unexpected 
and ironic by-products of Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s massive school aid 
bill has been the eruption of one 
of the hottest controversies in the 
American Jewish community in 
years — the role, the needs, and 
the financing of Jewish day 
schools. 

The irony is in the fact that 
President Kennedy, a_ Catholic, 
specifically barred any portion of 
the proposed federal funds from 
going to religious schools. Most of 
these schools in the United States 
are Catholic parochial schools. 
But there is also a respectable 
network of Jewish day schools, 
most of them under Orthodox 
spnsorship and with a few under 
Conservative auspices. 

When Catholic spokesmen, cler- 
ical and lay alike, began to pro- 
test the exclusion of their schoois 
from the provisions of the Kennedy 
school aid bill, the apparent mono- 
lithic unity of the Jewish com- 
munity against any such aid to 
any religious schools — including 
the Jewish day schools — was 





split wide open. 

Prior to the introduction of the 
Kennedy school aid bill, the de- 
bete in the Jewish community was 
theoretical. Sponsors of Jewish day 
schools had complained intermit- 
tently of the total lack of Jewish 
communal support for a program 
which had achieved widespread 
support in the Jewish community 
as a true resevoir of an educated 
Jewish laity for the future. It was, 
on the whole, an accurate indict- 
ment, Very few Jewish federations 
have any record of allocations to 
Jewish day schools. 

The debate stopped being the- 
oretical when Catholic spokesmen 
began to protest the exclusion 
phase of the Administration school 
aid bill. Emboldened by the argu- 
ments from Catholic sources, spon- 
sors and educators in the Ortho- 
dox Jewish field began to speak 
more forcefully. A convention of 
the National Association of Hebrew 
PTA’s pointed out that federal 
grants had been made for years to 
religious schools under the Nation- 
al Defense Act. The delegates urg- 
ed at least an extension and widen- 
ing of such loans. 





But it was not a simple case 
of opposition to federal aid to re- 
ligious schools from those not in- 
volved in such schols in the Jew- 
ish community as agaiast a strong 
stand for such aid for Jewish day 
schools from those committed to 
the Jewish day school program.:’ 
The differences ran every which 
way through the organized Jewish 
community. 

Organizations of Conservative 
Judaism, which is formally on re- 
cord in favor of such schools, 
came out solidly during the year 
against federal aid to religious 
schools, including presumably Con- 
servative-sponsored day _ schools. 
The Rabbinical Assembly, the As- 
sociation of Conservative Rabbis, 
adopted at its 61st annual conven- 
tion, a resolution in favor of fe- 
deral aid to public schools, but 
not to religious schools. 

The National Federation of Jew- 
ish Men’s Clubs, an affiliate of 
the United Synagogue of America, 
the organization of Conservative 
congregations, took the same stand, 
as did the executive board of the 
United Synagogue of America. So 
did two leading Jewish education

groups — the Americar Associa- 
tion for Jewish education and the 
National Council for Jewish edu- 
cation at their annual meetings. 

What was striking about these 
stands was not the opposition to 
federal aid to religious schools but 
the inclusion in most of the reso- 
lutions of an appeal to federations 
and welfare funds to provide 
grants from Jewish communal 
funds to such schools. It was neat- 
ly summed up by an Orthodox 
rabbi, Charles Weinbert, president 
of the Rabbinical Council of Amer- 
ica, in an address to the annual 
dinner of the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations. Rabbi Wein- 
berg said the issue would never 
have arisen if the ancient Jewish 
principle of ‘taking care of our 
own”’ had been applied. He em- 
phasized that the controversy 
stemmed in large part from ‘a 
widespread concern among Jew- 
ish. educators for the continued 
growth of a system of religious 
education which is widely accepted 
as a significant contribution to the 
development of a truly Jewish 
community in the United States.’’ 
The answer, he said, was to induce 
the Jewish federations and funds 
to aid the embattled Jewish day 
schools. 

A report on the specifics of the 
schools was issued by Torah 
Umesorah, the National Society 
for Hebrew Day Schools, in an 
academic year-end report. Torah 








Umesorah reported that 10 addi. 
tional day schools in 10 cities Were 
scheduled to be opened in 
cities in September, each the

— primary, junior high and high 
school — operating under Ortho.

Perhaps the most striking aspect 
of the debate about such schools 
was the shift over the years from 
opposition and even hostility tg 
such schools among American 
Jewish leaders to an approach 
which was virtually the opposite: 
that day schools were making 
contribution in providing an in. 
depth Jewish education for its 
pupils which was much superior 
to the typical one or two hours 
of instruction three or four days 
a week in the typical Talmud 
Torah and vastly better than the 
even more typical Sunday school 
programs for Jewish children, 

The opposition among Jewish 
groups to federal aid to Jewish 
day schools stemmed not from 
hostility to such schools but from 
Jewish fears that such aid would 
breach the Constitutional separa. 
tion of church and state. Such 
fears were based on memories of 
life in European countries where

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American Jews Can Reorganize 
Structure of the Synagogue 


Whither the American Jew over 
the next 50 years? To the syna- 
gogue! says Rabbi Nachum L. 
Rabinovitch. 

True, the synagogue is such an 
ancient institution that one could 
assume its scope and _ functions 
would by now be defined beyond 
doubt. Not so, says Rabbi Rabino- 
vitch in ‘Jewish Life,’’ publica- 
tion of the Orthodox congrega- 
tions. 

In the past, says the Rabbi, 
“the structural unit of organized 
Jewish life was the Kehillah (com- 
munity), with the synagogue serv- 
ing but one aspect of the commu- 
nity’s needs. The synagogue was 
the House of Prayer. It housed

(Continued from page eight) 
such separation was non-existent, 
a condition all too often creating 
problems for those now-vanished 
communities. 

What appeared to be shaping up 
was a struggle over day schools 
on an entirely new level. If the 
Jewish federations and welfare 
funds adopted a general program 
of financial support for Jewish day 
schools in their communities, 
much of the steam would be taken 
eut of the Orthodox struggle for 
federal funds to day schools — re- 
gardless of what Catholic pres- 
sure might achieve in getting such 
funds for Catholic parochial 
schools. But it appeared 
highly unlikely that such Jewish 


these had an organizational struc- 
ture of their own. 

“Thus in most towns of any size 
there were several synagogues to 
accomodate the people for prayer 
but they were all instruments of 
the one Kehilla. A Jew was iden- 
tified as such by his association 
with the Kehilla, not with a par- 
ticular synagogue.”’ 

But today, says Rabbi Rabino- 
vitch, “the situation is radically 
different. American Jewish life, for 
all the proliferation of ‘national’ 
organizations, is highly decentra- 
lized, and almost the only organi- 
zational unit of any consequence 
on the grass-roots level is the in- 
dividual congregation. 

“The Jew who wants to ‘identify’ 
turns to the synagogue and it is 
the local congregation which can, 





financial aid would come in any 
form other than a slow increase 
in such allocations to a slowly 
growing number of Jewish schools. 

It appeared more likely that 
federal loans to such schools -- 
particularly via such arrange- 
ments as the National Defense 
Act — would increase over the 
years, particularly if a separate 
bill to provide direct federal grants 
to religious schools became law. 
Whether Jewish federations and 
funds would react to such a deve- 
lopment by providing allocations 
to Jewish day schools on a sub- 
stantial basis, and how promptly 
they should do so, might well be 
the biggest story of the coming

if it will, utilize the potential of 
its membership as no other group- 
ing can.” 

But the synagogue ‘‘will fail to 
meet the challenge of our times’’ 
if it limits itself to being a House 
of Prayer, Rabbi Rabinovitch 
adds. ‘If the synagogue, however, 
will broaden its function to include 
all the other truly Jewish needs, 
it will be able to exert a power- 
ful influence...’ 

These ‘‘other Jewish needs’’ Rab- 
bi Rabinovitch sees as ‘ranging 
from Tora education through Shab- 
bot, Kashruth, Taharth Hamish- 
pochoh (observance of laws govern- 
ing family purity), Hachnosath Or- 


philanthropy and Chessed_ Shel 
Emeth (burial services).’’ 

The Rabbi has a special word 
for the Orthodox synagogue. 
“Americans generally yearn for 
pageantry and color. Let us give 
them the beauty of holiness. Too 
many think of Orthodoxy as old 
fashioned. We need to present it 
as ancient and timeless. Unless 
we make the vestibule inviting, 
many will never get to the inner 
chamber of the palace.’’ 

In any case, Rabbi Rabinovitch 
concludes, ‘“‘the synagogue is the 
majority of American Jews... We 
must address ourselves to the prac- 
tical problems of the individual 
congregation, for it is now the 
guardian of the future of Ameri- 
can Jewry.”

The characters, from the 
ever heroic youth and men, the 
children who played Nazi-Jewish 
games, to the self-hating and col- 
laborating Jews, and the varieties 
of Nazi executioners (under Eich- 
mann), are unforgettably limned.

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Are We Different? 


We wish all our readers had the opportunity and the 
inclination to read the ‘Proceedings of the Third Confer- 
ence on Jewish Values’’ published in the current issue of 
the Congress Bi-Weekly. These conferences on Jewish val- 
ues are conducted by the American Jewish Congress. 

There are two quotations from the papers read which 
bring us face to face with the problem of being Jewish 
today. This doesn’t mean that other phases of the discus- 
sion are less valuable or less necessary or do not discuss 
this same problem; it only means that for the purposes 
of this brief editoriak we can bring to you only these two 
points and still get across whatever it is that editorials are 
supposed to do. 

The first is from the paper on, ‘‘The Regeneration of 
the Jewish People,’’ by Judah J. Shapiro, executive direc- 
tor of the National Foundation for Jewish Culture: 

“It seems to me that the continuity of Jewish life 
is as dependent today as in the past upon the process 
of seeking an answer by the Jew to the question, ‘What 
makes me different from those among whom I live?’ 

“The question is persistent and relevant even if the 
answers are different from those that were offered in 
Babylonia, France, Germany, Lithuania and Poland. 
The lack of any wish to ask this question or to accept 
a definition of difference must be regarded as resigna- 
tion from the Jewish collectivity. No sane person can be 
a member of any group and not accept some definition 
which distinguishes him from those outside the group”’. 


The second quotation is from the paper by Rabbi 
Manfred Vogel, Hillel Director at Brandeis: 

“Jewish Americans have not solved the problem 
of identity and are therefore still in the prolonged and 
painful period of adjustment. (One has to be only slight- 
ly acquainted with Jewish college youth to realize how 
acute this problem is) At the same time, precisely be- 
cause the three general ethnic subdivisions (Catholic, 
Protestant, Jew) are still operative in Americen life 
and as a consequence of the fact that the unique Ameri- 
can commitment has not been crystallized, it is possible 
for the American Jew to escape the authentic conscious- 
ness of his Jewishness. Because the general situation 
is fluid and ambiguous, the American Jew can feel him- 
self as American as, for example, the Catholic Ameri- 
can. This would account for the great drift of American 
Jewish youth away from Jewish consciousness toward 
some kind of general vague, ‘just American’ no-man’s- 
land. His running away from his Jewishness is under- 
standable since it implies problems and difficulties and 
offers him — because of his ignorance — nothing in 
return”. 





Baerwald and Greenman 


The names of Paul Baerwald and Frederic K. Green- 
man, who died last week, may not mean too much to most 
of the U. S. Jewish community. Mr. Greenman’s death 
will appear the more tragic, since he died only a few short 
week’s after having assumed the presidency of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. 

Paul Baerwald’s name brings up many memories to 
those whose contact with American Jewry goes back to 
the days of Hitlerdom. Mr. Baerwald, a former chairman 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, was a leading figure 
in the world of philanthropy for four decades and more, 
and measured up to the call of the hour in the noblest 
Jewish tradition. 

We pay tribute to these men as architects of the uni- 
fied Jewish community of today, a community formerly 
beset by controversy and conflict, which today faces its 
obligations domestically and internationally with a com- 
mon approach and purpose which would have been un 
thought of just a few short years ago.

Haifa — A little more than a year 
ago Israel passed a piece of legis- 
Jation known as the Restrictive 
Trade Practices Law. Contrary to 
what one may be led to expect 
from the title, this law is designed 
to assist monopolies or industrial 
combinations set up for price-fixing 
ses, where such is felt to be 
j ublic interest. 
ooh tg In the United 
States the words 
monopoly or com- 
bination are in- 
variably associat- 
ed with re- 
straint of trade”’, 
and it is axio- 
matic that these 
are illegal and 
immoral, Yet in 
Israel, because of 
a different set of 
economic circum- 


tions, or cartels, have received 
legal sanction. They are formally 
registered and enjoy the protec- 
tion of the law for their joint 
marketing or price fixing activities. 

In a large country, competition 
among many firms is supposed to 
result in production of the best 
quality at the lowest price. Who- 
ever can not meet the terms of a 
competitor is ruthlessly eliminated, 
as the public turns to the best 
and the cheapest. The national 
economy does not brook inef- 
ficient or uneconomical production. 

The situation is different, to an 
extent, in a small internal market 
like Israel. If three competitive 
industries in the same field must 
share the small domestic market, 
each must set up competing mar- 
keting agencies, and this results 
in expensive, wasteful duplication 
of efforts. If the three are permit- 








stances, combina- 





ted to pool their marketing there 


is a great saving which is 
presumably passed on, at least in 
part, to the consumer. Such is the 
ene behind the law of car- 

During the year that the law 
has been in effect there have been 
several minor adjustments. Some 
cartels which had been oprating 
de facto and had applied for legal 
sanction, were ordered disolved. 
Others, new applications, were 
rejected, but close to a hundred 
have been approved. Very tightly 
organized marketing agencies exist 
in various branches of agriculture, 
but the cartel law does not affect 
those. They are not required to 
register. 

The cartel law is not without its 
eritics in Israel. There are those 
who maintain that a legal cartel 
inevitably puts a premium on In- 
efficiency. Why should a matiu- 
facturer strain himself to t r im 





eo 


costs, when he has no fear of 
a competitor who might take his 
market away from him? Combined, 
they monopolize the field. 

To be sure, cartels are contrary 
to the general spirit of the Israel 
businessman, who is a great 
individualist. Many applications for 
cartel registration have been with- 
drawn by the principals them- 
selves, as they have reconsidered 
and have decided to pursue their 
individual competitive ways. 

There are de facto monopolies 
in Israel in many fields. There is 
only one steel plant, and only one 
plant producing plate glass. Pro- 
duction of automobile tires, steel 
pipes and cement is limited to 
two companies each. Technically, 
anyone who wishes can establish 
a factory whenever and wherever 
he wishes. But inasmuch as the 
government supervises import of 
raw materials, machinery, ete., by 
permit only, and since officially

The image of the American Jew- 
ish Committee as an assimilation- 
ist plutocracy was probably ex- 
aggerated even in 1916, when the 
fight between the Zionists and the 
Committee was at its peak, but 
it was truer then than it is today. 
In the early 1940’s a Zionist was 
disqualified to hold a job in the 
Committee and the reports of the 
Nazi extermination of the Jews 
were treated at the Committee as 


| Zionist sensationalism. 


But many things have happened 
since the 1940’s. Since 1948, the 
American Jewish Committee has 
been moving closer to Zionist phi- 
losophy, while the Zionists have 
been moving away from it. 

Now, a little footnote about the 
Zionists: at the last Congress they 





promised aliya and ‘ education. 


Zionists are equipped to do some- 
thing about aliyah — at least, 
helping the American ‘olim who 
are already in Israel, but they 
have not the will to do it and they 
sabotage it, sometimes  uncon- 
sciously. As for education, they 
probably have the will, but they 
have not the ability. Jewish educa- 
tion in America is too complicated 
a matter to be dealt with by slo- 
ganeering and press releases.

An interesting by-product of the 
cartel law is the situation with 
respect to price-fixing by an in- 
dividual firm. The Osem Noodles 
Co. instructed retailers not to sell 
its products at less than a dictated 
price. When the Supersol s#tuper- 
market cut the prices, Osem with- 
drew its products from these out- 
lets. The Cartel Council has now 
sanctioned Osem’s right to fix re- 
tail prices, and though this is the 
first and only case of its kind thus 
far, it remains to be seen if other 
firms will adopt a similar policy. 
If so, the result will of course still

This volume of essays is dedicat- 
ed to Prof. Wm. F. Albright, great 
Semitic scholar; and no finer Fest- 
schrift has appeared in t hi s cen- 
tury.

Jewish Mayor Gets Fair Treatment 
Visits Jordan And Wailing Wall 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 

In your issue of June 23rd, I 
read under dateline, Washington, 
that a Congressman of the Jewish 
Faith was not permitted to enter 
Arab countries, This is really a 
bad prevailing situation. We had 
a different experience; accom- 
panied by my wife, I attended the 
Conference of the International 
Union of Local Authorities in Tel 
Aviv, November, 1960. There were 
fifty-eight City officials and wives 
from the U.S.A. in our party. 

In Israel, no programme was 
scheduled for Sunday and through 
the assistance of our American 
Ambassador, we were granted 
permission to enter Jordan and 
return to Israel. When permission 
was received, many Israelis dis- 
couraged us from making the trip 
due to Arab resentment against 
all Jews and believed it would be 
hazardous if we entered Jordan. 
I might add that members of our 
party said if the ‘‘Aronbergs’’ were 
not admitted, they also would not 
enter. 


We left Tel Aviv in two buses, 
arrived at the Mandelbaum gate, 
our passports were checked by the 
Israel customs officials, a repre- 
sentative of our Embassy took 
them over to the Jordan officials 
and after an hour’s careful check- 
ing we were all permitted to enter. 
In the party were four male Jews

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and one female, my wife. 

As we entered Jordan, we were 
all given a most cordial reception 
by the Jordanese officials. N o 
question of religion was raised 
or asked. We were prepared to tell 
the truth if questioned. We did 
have an Arab Army Corporal, 
a huge pleasant fellow who always 
seemed to be standing close to 
us. We were handed packets of 
Literature mostly referring to the 
Jewish seizure of their land. 

We were assigned in fours to 
private cars. The drivers were all 
in their “Sunday best clothes.” 
The line of each was the same, 
“T have a fine home across the 
border but the Israelis took it and 
ran me out of my Country.” We 
were not in a position to do any 
arguing; all we could do was 
listen. 

The day was spent visiting the 
places of religious interest in Old 
Jerusalem and in Betulehem. We 
were not molested by peddlers or 
others at any time. 

During our travel we saw many 
Arab refugees living in most 
destitute surroundings. There are 
over 660,000 registered with the 
U.S. in Jordan. This is a real 
problem that cannot be easily 
passed over. We saw many armed 
soldiers in Army camps. The sol- 
diers seemed to be well equipped 
and well drilled. We were given 
permission to take pictures of any- 





thing but military camps or per- 
sonnel. The picture we prize most 
was of my wife and I, at the 
Wailing Wall, at present a most 
lonesome spot. We left Jordan af- 
ter receiving the good wishes of 
the officials. We again, checked 
through customs both in Jordan 
and Israel. 


The day was full of interest. 
We could see the dangers involved 
in that area, you cannot discard 
them. As long as the Arab refu- 
gee problem is not settled there 
will be continued unrest. The 
U.S. is maintaining peace but any- 
thing can happen when opposing 
Armed Forces are so close togeth- 
er. 

Since returning, I have written 
to Jordan officials stating if there 
were reduced restrictions in trav- 
el between Bethlehem, Jordan 
and Nazareth, Israel, tourists 
from all over the world would 
flock to this area. It would help 
the economy. 

Restrictions of travel imposed 
on members of the Jewish Faith 
is distressing and embarrassing 
but I can assure you at no time 
did we make any effort to deny 
or conceal our religious affilia- 
tion. This problem of religious 
discrimination warrants action by 
our Government.

Attacked By Orthodox 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Orthodox 
and Conservative elements here 
are shaping up for what could be- 
come a bitter struggle over the 
Kashruth supervision. 

Irritating the situation — Orna- 
oerhaosn a prime cause of the cha- 
os in Kashruth—are the independ- 
ent orthodox Kashruth supervisors 
who seem to play any side of the 
Halachie fence that suits their im- 
mediate need. 

The Conservative United Syn- 
agogue has entered the field of 
Kashruth determined to clean up 
the patronage aspect of Kashruth 
supervision. Its intention is to for- 
bid all conservative rabbis from 
accepting Kashruth supervising 
jobs privately. Further when they 
are assigned by the United Syna- 
gogue to give supervision at a 
specific place, they are to receive 
no remuneration for the effort. On- 
ly the ‘Mashgiach’ is to be paid 
a salary. 

The Conservatives, however, are 
prepared to offer Kashruth super- 
vision to a caterer who also caters 
non-kosher so long as he meets 
Kashruth standards in his kosher 
dept. 

The organized Orthodox Rab- 
binic Organization on the other 
hand has indicated strong disap- 
proval of offering supervision to 
the kosher department of a cater- 
er which also serves trefa. These 
orthodox groups abide by a self 
imposed takanah (Halachic edict) 
that labels as trefa kosher meats 
that are sold by one who main- 
tains non-kosher meats as_ well. 
But in practice, orthodox rabbinic 
bodies have never ejected or cen- 
sured their own members for pro- 
viding Kashruth supervision to ca- 
terers or provision houses. that 
have both kosher and trefa meats. 

The orthodox rabbinic bodies are 
unhappy about conservative rabbis 
entering Kashruth supervision in 
general, and claim that under no 
circumstances will they accept as 
kosher those establishments super- 
vised by conservative rabbis. 

The situation now becomes even 
worse as kosher caterers in the 
New York aree form a committee 
for the advancement of Kashruth 
“and raise their voices in righteous 
indignation for protection against

Pastor: Freud Truly Religious, 


Buber Most Influence Since Pay| 


A Protestant minister finds that 
Sigmund Freud, who lashed out 
against the organized religion of 











his day, was a religious man in 
the modern sense of the term. 
Martin Buber is praised, too. 

“Freud was irreligious as sci- 
entists of his generation were — 
materialistic in bent, rejecting the 
spiritual factor,’”’ says Edward L. 
Peet in the independent Protestant 
Episcopal church magazine, 
Churchman. He is chaplain of the 
California Senate. 

Freud’s probing of human na- 
ture and its subconscious revealed 
‘fa pack of murderers there,’’ 
which ‘‘for him withered the re- 
ligious optimism about human na- 
ture.’’ But, says Peet: 

“Tf by religion we mean the ded- 
ication of a man to human wel- 
fare, then Freud was religious.” 

Peet sees another Jew as of 
great influence on Christianity: 
Martin Buber. ‘‘Not a Christian, 
he has more deeply influenced 
Christian thought than any man 
since Paul.” 


Hasidism: “Love, 
Not Hatred’”’ 

Peet tells how Buber turned to 
Hasidism, ‘‘a forgotten Jewish sect 
...which teaches the immediacy of 
life, the urgency of the moment 
and love for the world, not hatred 
ao it.” 


“The Hasidic teaching,” says 





Peet, “is that we do not become 
real persons until our personality 
is affirmed by others. But we can 
not get such response from others 
unless we treat them with tender 
reverence.”’ Peet refers to Buber’s 
book, “Thou and It,” in which 
Buber claimed one sins aginst an. 
other when he regards him as an 
inanimate “thing”. ‘We hallow 
people by regarding them as ends 
in themselves, as worthy beings, 
however we find them,” says Peet 
of Buber’s teaching. 

“All of this the psychotherapist 
and the doctor is now pledged to 
observe...The new minister of re. 
ligion today goes along with this 
100 per cent. He hears the distant 
drumbeat of Sigmund Freud and 
knows that this is but an echo of 
a greater drumbeat sounded cen. 
turies ago by Jesus of Nazareth,” 





The Lutheran Church of Ger. 
many has established a number of 
lay study groups principally devot. 
ed to keeping alive ‘‘responsibility 
for the war and for the crimes 
against the Jews.’

American Independence. Though forty 
three years old, and the sole support of
